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Handling baby chicks after they 
g have been hatched is the hip prob­ 
er iem in backyard and farmyard poul- 
■ try raisers, according to Victor Hoef- 
H elineyer, field editor of the Farm 
= News. 
Tens of thousands of chicks 
B die every season soon after hatching 
■ because they have inadequate care. 
= It is a comparatively simple matter 
5 to incubate eggs successfully, but it 
■ is a difficult thing to raise IOO per 
g cent of all chicks hatched. 
5 
The principal reason for losing 
■ baby chicks is infection from insam- 
jg tary surroundings. 
Unless the sur- 
roundings, 
the feed and drinking 
■ water be clean there can be no suc- 
j| cess raising chicks. 
= 
In the same way that chicks can be 
S hatched either under the hen or in 
B the incubator, so can they be raised 
= in artificial brooders or by the moth- 
11 er hen. 
Both systems have their ad- 
B vocates. 
Where hundreds or thou- 
= sands of chicks are raised at once, of 
B course, artificial brooders alone are 
I feasible. 
W hatever system is follow- 
= ed the principal features of success 
I are 
ventilation, 
tem perature 
and 
■ moisture. 
These must be under con- 
E trol at all times or failure will fol- 
= low. 
The artificial brooder takes the 
g place of the hen. 
It must give ?lie 
| i same shelter and warm th as the 
mother hen’s body. 
If it fails the 
chicks will fail too. 
Baby chicks must be kept growing. 
They must be free from mites, lice 
and other injurious insects. 
There 
must be no drafts. 
The moisture in 
the brooder should not be excess!'e 
or deficient. 
The chicks should be 
fed intelligently and they must have 
free range under conditions w arrant­ 
ing it. 
Artificial brooders may be placed 
inside the house or outside in the 
yard. 
It is best in uncertain weath­ 
er to keep the brooders inside. 
It 
might be safer to keep a special room 
or a small house as a brooder-hous<\ 
in wrhich several brooders may be put 
These can be kept at a uniform tem­ 
perature by regulating the entry of 
cold air. 
A brooder-house need not 
cost much money, but it should be 
tightly built and free of drafts. 
The central idea of the brooder is 
the hover, which is usually heated by 
hot water or hot air generated by a 
kerosene lamp and radiates warmth 
for the baby chicks. 
An adept boy 
can make one of these at small cost. 
but it may be best to purchase suc­ 
cessful brooders from your nearest 
dealer. 
All these machines require 
attention and and can not be left to 
take care of the chicks entrusted to 
their care. 
By turning the lamp wick 
up or dow’n the tem perature can be 
stabilized. 
There are automatic de­ 
vices on the market which take care 
of a good part of the heating and 
ventilation, but it is best to look af-

MEANS DECREASES

A fly buzzed its busy way in the of­ 
fice of C. V. Ehlers, sanitary engineer 
of the state board of health. 
It came 
to rest upon the back of a pile of 
postage stamps on his desk. 
That 
proved to be a bad move on the part 
of the fly. 
Mr. Ehlers quietly foil­ 
ed a newspaper. 
Then he followed a 
swish and the fly was no more. 
“That means several million less 
flies in August,” Mr. Ehlers rem ark­ 
ed. 
Experiments have shown that 
a pair of flies born early in the sea­ 
son may give origin to millions bv 
August. 
“Communities can abolish the fly 
evil,” he said. 
“The advice of the 
board of health is to ’get them early.’ 
Flies in a community mean that 
there is filth of the worst kind and 
an utter disregard tor me public 
health. 
“The first step towards ridding :» 
community of flies is to get rid of th** 
breeding places. 
Ninety per cent of 
flies breed in stable manure and it 
requires at least seven days for the 
fly to develop from the egg. 
During 
the fly season manure should be re­ 
moved at least twice a we* k.

It will require the special care of 
tile attendant to see that the little 
chicks go to the hover for warmth 
when in need of it. 
They must be 
taught to do this but soon will learn 
by watching one another. 
If not 
taught to do this they w'ill remain 
outside the hover, take cold and per­ 
ish. 
It is best to have a very small 
space the first day outside the hover 
for the chicks to roam. 
Later on this 
space can be increased to include the 
entire brooder and perhaps a little 
runaway outside w’uere the warm sun 
shines and there are no strong drafts. 
Many chicks perish by being attract­ 
ed to a warm place in the sun in the 
brooder 
runaway 
and 
remaining 
there all hovered up long after the 
sun spot lias moved away. 
They will 
continue to crowd in upon one anom ­ 
er at such time and those in the mid­ 
dle probably will be smothered by 
those crowding inward. 
Ail this re­ 
quires care and sympathetic under­ 
standing of the needs of the little 
birds. 
in a short time ’he baby chicks 
should be weaned away from the hov­ 
erer altogether unless extremely un­ 
seasonable weather prevails. 
If ‘lie 
broo' er runaways are kept at a fair­ 
ly high temperature the chicks will 
not have to return to the hovers as 
frequently to get warm and their gen 
pal development will be more rapid 


being hatched. 
They have a supply 
of yolk in their own bodies fro,:, 
which they derive sustenance. 
When 
the baby chick is very hungry and 
active, 
it 
is 
time 
to 
start 
feed­ 
ing. 
Do not overfeed. 
Common com 
bread is one of the best starting 
feeds. 
It should be thoroughly bak­ 
ed and be made of finely ground 
meal. 
Rolled oats and bread crumbs mix­ 
ed together are a good chick feed. A 
ten per cent hard-boiled egg ixture 
may be added to thus with excellent 
results. 
The startin feeds should be 
so placed that th* birds can easily 
reach them. 
There are special baffy 
chick feed troughs and drinking foun­ 
tains, so constructed that the birds 
can not pointe them. 
These should 
be used at all times. 
For the first five days the baby 
chicks should be fed the starting feed 
fives times a day, bur they should not 
receive all they want. 
It is best to 
keep the chicks hungry and eager for 
more. Overfeeding kills many chicks. 
Unwholesome feed, sn cli as musty 
corn meal, will kill the birds. 
All 
feed should not only be clean, but 
wholesome. 
After five days to two weeks old 
eld the starting feed three times a 
day and give two feedings of fire 
cracked corn, mile kaffir or a mix 
ture of wheat and hulled oafs.

ing in a dry litter will bring goof1 
results and keep the chicks aether: 
scratching for theii feed.

T IS decision or the lack of it that 
makes the difference between first 
class and second class men.

HOW FEEDING BETTERS MILK 


Important Relation Shown Between 
Milk Secretion and Certain 
Mineral Subatanceai

Experiments conducted by the bu­ 
reau of animal Industry, United States 
department of agriculture, with dairy 
cows are showing an Important rela­ 
tion between milk secretion and cer­ 
tain mineral substances. Feeding com­ 
pounds of phosphorus and calcium 
have resulted In a decidedly beneficial 
effect on the milk flow in both quan­ 
tity and fat content 
It has been shown also that a de­ 
ficiency of phosphorus In dairy rations 
has a detrimental effect on milk se­ 
cretion of cows and growth of calves. 
A remedy was found In the addition of 
sodium phosphate to rations deficient 
In phosphorus. 
H ie work is being 
continued.

In nearly every 
political race in Wise county, Wil­ 
liams has been an active campaigner 
for somebody else, and election-year 
after election-year voters had told 
him he ought to speak for himself— 
until finally it produced a new office- 
seeker in the North Texas district. 
Wise county politics has always been 
in session. 
For thi latter decade of 
the last century and the first few 
years of this Decatur was a political 
center in North Texas, and was Ohio 
like in barometrical qualities.

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FARM LABOR UNION 
HELPING FARMERS 


A meeting of the Wise County 
Farm Labor I'n ion is called to meet 
in Decatur at the court house next 
Saturday afternoon at two o ’clock, at 
which time D. J. Bell, a prominent 
member of the organization from 
Bonham, will address member and 
those who altern]. 
All the farmers 
of the county are urged to attend 
this meeting. 
The Wise county union has been 
organized since last February, and 
its membership is growing rapidly. 
The organization is associated with 
the American Federation of Labor 
and is receiving the co-operation of 
that wide-spread organization. 
Following is given the constitution 
and by-laws of the Farm Labor Un­ 
ion of America: 
PREAMBLE. 
We, farmers aud farm laborer:’, 
who produce the farm products for 
every living creature and without 
which no one could survive from the 
inmate of the county infirmary to 
the king in his palace, are and have 
been slaves for years for the m an u ­ 
facturers, the gamblers aud specula­ 
tors of every type, who have priced 
the products of our labor and have 
taken it from us at their own price 
and at their will, allowing us but a 
mere scant living; 
thus bringing 
tenantry, illiteracy and misery to us, 
while enriching themselves and fill­ 
ing their coffers with the wealth that 
rightly belongs to the producers. 
Therefore, a number of farm ers of 
Fannin county, Texas, assembled at 
th e district court room at Bonham, 
the county site, on October 30th. 
3 920, and formed an organization 
known as the Farm Labor Union of 
America. 
* 
Constitution and By-Laws as Amend­ 
ed and Redrafted at National 
Convention, November 30th 
to December 2d, 1921. 
ARTICLE I. 
Section I. This organization is not 
a religious or political body, and 
neither partisan politics nor religion 
shall be preached in any assembly or 
the body. 
The said organization is 
strictly and exclusively out of tho 
bands of speculators and gamblers 
and price-fixers and fixing the price 
of their farm products at cost of 
production plus a reasonable profit 
annually, as all other business organ­ 
izations do. 
ARTICLE II. 
Section I. 
This organization I.8? 
and shall be friendly from time i t 
time with all other labor unions, or­ 
ganizations, 
associations, 
industrial 
and commercial enterprises, and po­ 
litical bodies that are friendly with 
it, who do not and will not use their 
power or influence to retard the prog­ 
ress of the Farm Labor Union of Am­ 
erica. 
Section 2. 
We solicit the aid O' 
all business institutions, associations 
and unions that we may obtain and 
retain a fair price for all farm prod- 
,/ucts, at least cost of production plus 
a reasonable profit, which is the solo 
airn of the Farm Labor Union of 
Amel ca. and to place the producer in 
a position where he can fix a price on 
tnat which is his own—-thus giving 
equal rights to all and special privi­ 
leges to none, 
ARTICLE III. 
Section I. 
The Farm Labor Union 
pf America tenders its support to all 
other organizations, unions and as­ 
sociations whose purpose and intents 
are the same. 
ARTICLE IV. 
Section I. 
The Farm Labor Union 
oi Ann rica does not tolerate nor in­ 
dorse the burning of property nor 
doing bodily harm to any person. 
ARTICLE V. 
Section I. 
All amendments, reso­ 
lutions and fee charges shall be fixed 
by a majority of the body from time 
to time as circumstances and condi 
tions may demand. 
ARTICLE VI. 
Section I. 
A peison to be eligible 
to become a member of the Farm 
Labor Union of America, must have 
attained the age of eighteen years 
m ust be an actual laborer or produce! 
•of farm products, whose interest is 
tannin}, and who resides on the farm. 
Farm ers or farm laborers who live 
in vil la ges cr towns, whose only in 
Merest 
is 
farming, 
are 
acceptel. 
Women, whose husbands are mem­ 
bers in good standing are accepted 
without fees or dues; 
if the husband 
goes suspended the wife stands sus­ 
pended also. 
ARTICLE VII. 
Section I. 
All applicants for mem 
toership shall obligate themselves to 
strictly abide by the rules of the 
Farm Labor Union of America that 
now are and that shall be, as tim 
bod} may see fit to amend and adopt 
from nine to time as circumstances 
4iad conditions may demand. 
Section 2. 
They shall also obli­ 
gate themselves to support the Farm 
Labor Union of America in prosperit' 
and in adversity, in time of peace and 
in time of strife. 
Section 3. All applicants for mein 
bership shall apply to their nearest 
local post for membership. 
ARTICLE VIII. 
Section I. 
The membership of this 
body shall not give heed to any a i- 
vice, threat or abuse from any oppos­ 
e r of the Farm Labor Union of Am­ 
erica; 
but, on the other hand, the.* 
sshall obligate themselves to repo’\, 
the oftense to the body of the F’arm 
Labor Union of America and expose 
the name of the enemy and reveal 
the nature of the advice, threat or 
abuse. 
ARTIC I E IX. 
Section I. 
Each member shall ob­ 
ligate himself to pay the present fee 
•charge that is the amount of entrance 
fee, the monthly or annual dues, as 
th e body may fix from time to time 
a s circumstances and conditions mav 
•demand. 
■Section 2. 
If any member of tho 
F a rm Labor Union of America wil­ 
fu lly violates a command or a de­ 
m and or an obligation, he shall then 
a n d there forfeit his membership in 
lite Farm Labor Union of America, 
upon his conviction of two or more 
m em ber witnesses. 


ARTICLE X. 
Section I. 
The entrance fee shall 
be $1 to be paid cash in hand to the 
treasurer at the time applicant be­ 
comes a member; the additional dues 
are twenty-five cents per month, o. 
$3 per year, to be paid in advance, 
monthly, semi-annually or annually. 
ARTICLE XI. 
Section I. 
The price or farm prod 
ucts, especially cotton and cotton 
seed, are to be fixed by a majoritj 
of the Farm Labor Union of America 
of each county the first Monday in 
July of each year. 
The president of 
each county union shall, to the best 
of his ability and knowledge, ascer­ 
tain the cost of production of the 
farm products, especially cotton and 
cotton seed, up to date, whereupon 
he shall call a general county meet­ 
ing for the first Monday in July of 
each year. 
He shall present or make 
known to the body the knowledge ol 
the cost of production to that date, 
he shall then present resolution to 
the union to fix the price according 
to the cost of the present crop plus 
a reasonable profit. 
The price fixed 
shall be established by the majority 
of each union. 
ARTICLE XII.

Section 5. 
He shall do his best to 
make as quick sales and deliveries as 
possible. He shall also equalize sales 
of bales of cotton belonging to union 
members as near as he can.

The grader and sales 
man of each county shall keep in 
touch with graders and salesmen of 
other counties and they shalk ke^p 
each other informeJ as to how much 
cotton is on hand, how much has 
been sold, how many orders are on 
file, the number of bales so ordered, 
the time of delivery, etc.

rect statement of every salesman 
from every county of the state to the 
national secretary of amount of cot 
ton on hand belonging to members 
of the aforesaid Farm Labor Union 
of America on and not later than 
February 20th of each respective 
year. The amount on hand shall gov­ 
ern the acreage to be planted th*t 
year. 
The acreage so governed shall 
be determined by the majority of the 
union at large for the entire body. 
ARTICLE XV.

Each executive commit­ 
tee, national, state or county, shall 
have the power to revoke the charter 
or any union under their jurisdiction 
for violating the constitution and rult- 
nr rules of their respective bodies, 
provided they have the right to ap­ 
peal to the state o\ national unions.

All members shall be 
ivceiveo by a majority vote. 
ARTICLE IV.

No one shall be a l­ 
lowed to hold at the same time more 
than one elective office in the Farm 
Labor Union of America, in national, 
state or county unions.

If the offender 
should reject the admonition, he shall 
be visited the second time by the 
same member accompanied by two 
more members in good standing: 
then each of the three shall admon­ 
ish him and point out his fault.

committed; 
but should he resist the 
admonition of the three he is con­ 
demned by Article IX, Section 2, of
